Indulgences for Sale?

Catholics, I too would rebel against it 
with vehemence not less than theirs. 
It is only because I know the authen- 
tic teaching of the Church on this 
subject that I see in indulgences an 
incentive not to evil, but to deeds of 
virtue and holiness. Here again | 
would ask of our non-Catholic reader 
but one favor—an open mind. In re- 
turn, I give the assurance that instead 
of playing the role of an attorney, 
glossing over all the hostile evidence 
and playing up only that which is 
favorable, I shall essay the role of 
the historian recording with impar- 
tial hand the abuses as well as the 
wholesome fruits of the practice of 
indulgences. 


The Real Meaning 


What is the real meaning of an in- 
dulgence? It is simply the remission 
of the temporal punishment due to 
sin, after the sin itself -has been for- 
given. The one phrase in the above 
definition that may not be entirely 
elear to our non-Catholic reader is 
“temporal punishment.” To under- 
stand that, one must first understand 
that according to the Catholic Church, 
every grevious sin has attached to it 
a two-fold penalty—an eternal pun- 
ishment to bé undergone in the next 
world, and a temporal punishment, 
which is suffered either in this world, 
or in purgatory, or partly in both. 


The guilt, with its eternal punish- 
ment, is always forgiven in a good 
confession. The temporal punishment 
may or may not be remitted in con- 


fession, depending upon the quality 
of the contrition. If it is not forgiv- 
en, it may be remitted: (1) through 
the propitiatory efficacy of deeds of 
penance and virtue, and (2) through 
the gaining of indulgences attached 
by the Church to certain works of 
charity and piety. 


Basic, in this whole conception, is 
the idea that even after the eternal 
punishment attached to mortal sin is 
remitted, there may still remain tem- 
poral punishment. While this idea 
does not seem to be familiar at the 
present time to those outside the 
Catholic Church, it is nevertheless 
rooted in the Scriptures. Thus Moses, 
even though he was forgiven his 
transgressions by God, was neverthe- 
less punished by not being permitted 
to enter the Promised Land, being al- 
lowed to view it only from the dis- 
tance of Mt. Nebo. 


Temporal Punishment 


David was forgiven for his double 
crime of murder and adultery, but 
was compelled to suffer a temporal 
punishment in the violent death of 
his son Absalom. “The Lord also 
hath taken away thy sin,” said the 
prophet Nathan, “nevertheless be- 
cause thou hast given occasion to the 
enemies of the Lord to blaspheme, 
for this thing the child that is born 
to thee shall surely die.” Here is a 
clear instance of a temporal punish- 
ment remaining after the eternal 
guilt has been remitted. To satisfy 
the requirement of God’s justice for 


such temporal punishment, and 
thereby to remit it, is the function of 
indulgences. 


Let me endeavor to make still 
clearer to my dear non-Catholic read- 
ers the meaning of temporal punish- 
ment, so essential to the understand- 
ing of indulgences, by the following 
illustration. Suppose Tom Smith is 
guilty of stealing a hundred dollars 
from the home of his neighbor, John 
Brown. The culprit is arrested and 
the judge pronounces him guilty and 
sentences him to prison for a year by 
way of punishment. 


While in prison Mr. Smith comes 
to realize the grievous injustice he 
inflicted upon his neighbor by his 
theft, and is .thoroughly repentant. 
He writes to Mr. Brown, humbly asks 
his forgiveness and assures him that 
as soon as he earns a hundred dollars 
after he is out of prison, he will re- 
pay him. Touched by the evident sin- 
cerity of the prisoner’s contrition 
and purpose of amendment, Mr. 
Brown asks the governor to pardon 
him. Upon investigation, the gover- 
nor finds that the prisoner has served 
four months of his sentence and has 
a record of good behaviour during 
this period. Because of this fact and 
because of the circumstances men- 
tioned by Mr. Brown, the governor 
remits the remaining eight months 
of imprisonment and releases the 
prisoner on parole. 

The sentence to serve a year’s im- 
prisonment may be said to represent 
the temporal punishment due to sin 
even after the sinner has repented 
and the formal guilt of the sin has 
been remitted. The remission of the 
remaining eight months of the sen- 
tence may be said to represent an in- 
dulgence. The illustration also serves 
to show the wholesome effect that the 
temporal punishment is likely to have 
upon the penitent sinner. 


Power to Grant Indulgences 


Granting then the fact of a tem- 
poral punishment, what is the evi- 
dence that the Church possesses the 
power to remit it? This is to be found 
in the authority vested by Christ in 
His Church when He said to Peter: 
“I will give to thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven. And whatsoever 
thou shalt bind upon earth, it shall be 
bound also in heaven: and whatsoever 
thou shalt loose on earth, it shall be 
loosed also in heaven.” (Matt. 16:19) 
From these words of Christ it is clear 
that no limit was placed upon the 
power of the Church to loose from 
any and all bonds of sin—from the 
temporal as well as from the eternal 
punishment. Indulgences constitute, 
therefore, a supplement to the sacra-

The Integral Christ 


There you have something of the 
mission and the message of St. 
Paul: Instaurare omnia in Christo: 
not merely “to restore all things 
in Christ,” to effect certain social 
reforms according to the maxims 
ef Christ; but literally “to bring 
all things under the headship of 
hrist,” to make the world visu- 
alize this literal and physical in- 


the Spirit of God in baptized souls; 
and to realize and visualize the 
resulting product,—the new Body, 
the Mystical, but very real, Body 
of Christ,—the Integral Christ. 


But what does the Mystical Body 
of Christ, this Integral Christ, do 
in the world today? What is this 
Christianity at work, this Chris- 
tianity in operation?

Non-Catholic Submits

Lansing, Mich.—A non-Catholic 
State Representative has just sub- 
mitted a bill to the lower House of 
the State legislature seeking to ex- 
tend primary school fund aid to 
parochial, denominational and other 
private schools. 

Representative Dykstra, author 
of the measure, in submitting his 
proposal, pointed out that because 
of the depression, many parochial 
and private schools would be forced 
to close, thereby throwing an extra 
financial burden upon public school 
education. More public school 
buildings would have to be erected, 
he asserted. 


The bill provides that the aid will 
not exceed one sixth of the bene- 


fitted schools’ total financial re- 
quirements.

present to receive personally from 
the hands of the operator the init- 
ial message. This inaugural mes- 
sage was sent by His Eminence 
Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, Papal 
Secretary of State, in the name of 
His Holmess. The circuit is one 
established by the Mackay Radio 
and Telegraph Company. 

Immediately upon receipt of this 
first message transmitted over this 
new line of communication, the 
Apostolic, Delegate dispatched a re- 
ply to the Cardinal Secretary of 
State. The circuit was then in reg- 
ular operation. 

The first commercial message 
sent over the newly-established cir- 
cuit was a dispatch to the N. C. W. 
C. News Service from its Rome 
correspondent, the Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
Enrico Pucci. 

Message From Vatican 

Promptly at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing, a specially set up telegraph 
instrument in the headquarters of 
the radio and telegraph company 
began to click off, word by word, 
the message emanating from Vati- 
can City.

Fr. McGowan Backs

Needy Single Men 


Washington.—An appeal for as- 
sistance for the unemployed single 
men who are residents of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was made at a 
hearing held by a sub-committee 
of the House District Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

The Rev. R. A. McGowan, Assis- 
tant Director of the Department of 
Social Action, National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, appeared be- 
fore the committee as one of the 
spokesmen for the men. He rep- 
resented the Rev. Dr. John A. 
Ryan, Director of the Department, 
who was absent from the city. _.. 

Father McGowan told the sub- 
committee that a ruling by federal 
district officials excluded single 
men and widowers without depen- 
dents from sharing in the employ- 
ment on the government work pro- 
gram. They are likewise denied 
relief by semi-public charitable 
organizations, he said, although 
these agencies do extend relief for 
a limited time to transient unmar- 
ried men. The result is, Father 
McGowan said, that the needy men 
without dependents are driven to 
seek work and charity by the door- 
to-door method.

HOME, SWEET HOME 


According to the report of. President. Hoover's 
Special Research Committee on Social Trends, the ratio 
between divorces and marriages has been growing enor- 
mously. It is believed that during the year 1933, the 
country over, one out of every five marriages will be dis- 
solved by civil divorce. In some localities the proportion 
is about one to three and in a few places every other 
marriage is broken up. The number of divorces has 
increased nearly eighty per cent since 1900 in relation to 
the number of marriages. 

According to this Report homes broken by death 
decreased from 7.6 per cent in 1900 to 4.9 in 1930, but 
homes broken by divorce or separation have increased 

® from 6.7 to 9.8 per cent. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church recom- 
mends that “all ministers who are requested to marry 
divorced persons should exercise great care lest they join 
together those whose marriage the church cannot ap- 
prove.” This body, however, is willing that clergymen 
remarry “the innocent party to whom a divorce has been 
granted on scriptural grounds,” provided one. year will 
have elapsed from the date of the decision allowing the 
divorce. 3 

Of course, there is no stabil ground for absolute 
divorce, but only for separation, because St. Matthew, 
to whom the Protestant clergy appeal as authorizing the 
dissolution of the marriage bond for one reason only, 
clearly states that “He that shall marry her who is put 
away committeth adultery.” 


LEAVING THE CHURCHES 


Professor Emery Cameron, of Fort Worth, Texas, 
believes that Protestant “Churchianity” is in for perse- 
ecution in the United States in the not far distant future. 
He says: “Millions of college and high school graduates 
are quitting the Protestant church in this country be- 
eause it has no message of its own, and has been the 
fanatical supporter of such movements as those sup- 
porting Prohibition, the Ku Klux Klan, and anti-Catho- 
licism.”

Wasington.—Miss Mary Virginia 
Merrick, who, though a hopeless 
' invalid, founded and now directs 
the Christ. Child Society, recently 
was awarded the Cosmopolitan 
Club’s Distinguished Service Medal, 
given for the most outstanding 
civic service to the City of Wash- 
ington rendered by any citizen in 
the year 1932. 


Announcement of the award was 
made by Dr. J. Rozier Biggs, chair- 
man of the Club’s medal committee 
and originator of the award idea, 
which has now spread to all sec- 
tions of the country. Some 200 
social, political, civic and religious 


leaders of Washington were gath- 


ered at the luncheon at which the 
award was announced. 


Miss Merrick was, of course; un- 
able to be present, but was repre- 
sented by Mrs. Charles P. Neill, a 
distinguished Catholic laywoman of 
Washington, who is secretary of 
the Christ Child Society. Following 
the luncheon, Dr. Biggs and a com- 
mittee representing the Club drove 
to Miss Merrick’s home, where the 
medal was formally presented. In 
the citation accompanying the 
award, Dr. Biggs reviewed Miss 
Merrick’s many years of service, 
eulminating in the giving to Wash- 

- §ngton last year of the new Christ 
Child settlement house, one of the 
most modern of its kind in the 
United States. Although the work 
on the new house was begun in 
1931, it was made ready only in the 
Spring of 1932, when it was dedi- 
eated by the Most Rev. Michael J. 
Curley, Archbishop of Baltimore. 


First Woman So Honored 


The practice of conferring the 
Distinguished. Service. Medal was 
inaugurated four years ago, and 
Miss Merrick is the first woman to 
receive this honor from the Club. 
There were many nominees for the 
medal this year, but, following a 
review of Miss Merrick’s remark- 
able work, the committee quickly 
agreed that she should receive the 
award, 


When she was a girl in her teens, 
Miss Merrick sustained an injury 
which confined her to her bed and 
rolling chair for the remainder of 
her life. The Christ Child Society 
was formally established in 1903 to 
“aid and instruct neglected children 
and to uplift and brighten their 
childhood.” 


“Of course,” Miss Merrick ‘said, 
in a special interview granted the 
N. C. W. C. News Service some 
years ago, “I never expected, even 
in my dreams, to start such a 
great work as we have now. 


“But I had often wondered how 
many children there must be who 
come into the world, like the 
Christ Child, without even sufficient 
clothes to keep their little bodies 
warm. I thought that if I could 
only once, with my own fingers, 
make a few things for one such 
child I would feel that I had accom- 
plished something in the world. So 
I started. With my sisters’ help I 
soon had a layette finished.”

Baltimore, Md.—Tixe Most Rev. 
Michael J. Curley, Archbishop of 
Baltimore, who recently warned 
against the activities of “religious 


racketeers,” declaring that they 


had mulcted the people of his See. 


of vast sums of money, again con- 
demns these activities in a com- 
munication prominently carried in 
the current issue of The Baltimore 
Catholic Review. Particularly, the 
Archbishop asserts that unscrupu- 
lous promoters often lead groups 
and individuals among the clergy 
unwittingly to lend themselves to 
their schemes. He says in part: 

“There is only one way to save 
our people from the racketeers and 
that way is the way of pitiless pub- 
licity. It has reached the propor- 
tions of big business with the pro- 
moters. There is no institution on 
earth with the splendid credit of 
the Catholic Church. The racke- 
teers know it and have successfully 
attempted to capitalize and clean 
up on that credit. I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that any man who 
places himself in the hands of the 
racketeers to rob the public is eith- 
er profoundly dishonest or unin- 
telligibly stupid. I am inclined to 
think that he is far more dishonest 
than stupid.” 

“There are honest, reliable bond- 
issues,” Archbishop Curley adds. 
“Back of them are solid, tangible 
resources. They are handled by 
high-class bankers and brokers, but 
never by racketeers. There are 
honest, deserving appeals for char- 
ity that fall on deaf ears. The peo- 
ple must learn to distinguish.” 

“If we are going to put a stop to 
highway robbery by racketeers,” 
the Archbishop continues, “then I 
am convinced that our Catholic 
people should be warned from the 
pulpit and in press throughout the 
nation. The people of our dioceses 
have been victimized for years. The 
confidence men are psychologically 
clever. They are adepts in the fine 
art of pilfering. Their box of tricks 
is never empty.” 

“The gangs have grown bold,” 
Archbishop Curley declares. “Every 
diocese in the Nation is being rob- 
bed. . Religion is being injured.”

ticipation in the apostolate of the 
Hierarchy. The splendid political 
solidarity of America, Father Cox 
said, must be fortified and elevated 
through its membership in the 
great spiritual solidarity of the 
Church, which is in its totality 
“Christ diffused and communicated 
and united as head to His members 
to form with the indwelling of the 
Holy Ghost the Mystical Christ.” 

Father Cox described how well 
the Paulists had labored for that 
ideal. “How well they have suc- 
ceeded in the pursuit of that pur- 
pose is an oft-told tale. They 
went into the high-ways and by- 
ways. They penetrated the college 
and university campus. They 
preached the Mystical Christ from 
street corners. This mighty edi- 
fice, the multiplicity of their works, 
the books and pamphlets that have 
streamed from their pens, their 
address, their sympathy, their 
hand of fellowship—all are proof, 
if proof were needed, that they 
have made themselves all things 
to all men to win all men to Christ. 
They have caught the inspiration 
of their master, Paul.” 

Father Cox described the Ame- 
rica of today as a nation that was 
thirsting for God, Who could be 
found only in Christ.

Grace Ashton, is a novel in which 
the readers learn along with the 
heroine, some profound truths con- 
cerning human happiness. No one 
can make another person happy;
